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LEAGUE OF NATIONS DISCREDITED 
Prolonged conversations and heated discussions 
have marked the impotent part the league of nations 
has been playing during recent months before the eyes 
of the people of many nations. When it came to ac 
complishing any of the purposes for which it was sup- 
posed to be organized, particularly that of protecting 
weaker members of the league from stronger nations 
inclined to wage wars of conquest against them, the 
league of nations stands forth as a completely dis- 


credited voice, which had volunteered to guide a 
sadly bewildered period of human history. 
An organization which cannot protect its mem- 


bers in the very purpose for which it is founded comes 
about as close to having missed its calling as any other | 
failure in life ever did. It looks like wasted energy to 
form a league, composed of many nations, which is 
supposed to protect each and every one of the member 
nations from aggression, but which does it not in the 
very first case to come before it. 

The war in Ethiopia was a clear case of one nation 
arming to the hilt to invade and conquer the territory 
occupied by another nation. 

It was a case of the attacking nation being 
equipped with the machinery of modern warfare, 
while the nation attacked was wholly defenseless 
against such implements of war. Yet both of these 
nations, Italy and Ethiopia, were league members. 

Did the league protect the weaker nation against 
the aggression of the invading conquerors? There 
was plenty of talk about Ethiopia getting a square 
deal but when it came to action the whole perform- 
ance looked like a farce in which the supposed pro- 
tector acted as if quite willing to have Italy invade 
Ethiopia and take a good-sized slice, but objected 
to have her take all of it. If this is not a brand of pro- 
tection, which is not worth having, then what is it? 

Would the United States Government permit 
some ambitious upstart of a governor in one state to 
use his militia to invade and dispossess the people 
and establish a government of another ; al and sit 
idly by while this was being done? 'T his exactly 
what the league of nations permitted one of its mem- 


bers to do to another member of that league. The 
fact that the league failed to prevent it from being 
done, although it has had many. months to do it, is 


what discredits the league. 

What makes the present instance particularly 
striking is that both Ethiopia and Italy had been 
members of the league of nations since long before 
the war on Ethiopia was started by Italy and both 
continued as members during the entire period for 
which the war in question was raging. If the league 
cannot control its own members nor discipline them, 
when they start wars of aggression against fellow 
members of the league, then such an ineffective 
league might as well fold up and call it another ex- 
periment that failed. 

Our own nation may have done many foolish 
things but among the sensible moves made by the 
United States the action it took, when it refused to 
become a member of such a worthless league, was 
an act of wisdom. Let us continue to stay out of it. 


TIME TO DO MORE THAN TALK 
For over three years many of the heads of the 
olitical party now in power in the United States 
ave been uttering nice words of commendation of 
the idea of shortening the hours of labor. 
sounds fine but mere talk is both worthless and mean- 
ingless unless carried into execution. 

If the party now in power intends to do anything, 
beyond indulging in make-believe gestures, the time 
for doing it is getting mighty short. 
about shortening hours of labor what gains were 
made in that direction, while the NRA was in force, 
have been almost wholly lost since that law was de- 
elared unconstitutional. 

During all this time congress has failed to enact 
any law to establish the six-hour d: iy and the five-day 
week, which is demanded by the A. I’. of L. Such a 
law has been introduced but it never got very much 
beyond the pigeon hole stage. Now, if this congress 
has any intention of doing anything more than just 
talk of shorter hours of labor there is not much time 
left in which to act. 

Labor is getting sick and disgusted with these 
lawmakers, who are eternally talking about what 
they are going to do but never doing it. it.
